It allowa 
peace officers $6 fee tor every arraat 
and conviction; offers $60 reward 
for information leading to arrest and 
conviction; gives Commonwealth's 
Attorneys jurisdiction over the cases 
and allowa them 60 per cent oommis- 
aion on tinta and torteltnraa in all 
.'ourts. 

All property involved in violations', 
including the full boundary of any

There is only 
one infaUlbla rule for success, and 
that la —can a maa live within his 
Income? A man who apands all of 
his Income for living expenses is nev- 
er going to succ ed."

— A ihrllllng 
tale of f\rr at sea, with lot panli'- 
strlcken men and women locked in 
their atat^rooma, and stokers held 
lit their poeU uador tlia threat of

gers of th? t nlfed States liner Poto- 
imc whPH she arrived here today 
from Uri'ii.i'Ti 

It was a tale of Yankee plm k and 
Ingenuity — of a skipper's r in-.U lo 
give up his ship until every hope had 
bean abaadoned. and of his accept- 
ance of the "thoBsaad to aae chaaeo" 
which turned a threitealac catastro- 
phe into a merely harrowlBg experi- 
ence for those aboard. 

The fire wa.-» discovered ii mid- 
alght March 2. a few hours after ihe 
Potomae. with Capt. William .McLeod 
!n charge, aailed from Bremen up the 
eoaat of Holland into tiia North 8sa. 
dbo had been steamias along on a 
-mnoth sea when suddanly. with 
! cf warn':,K. '1"' Spai.i h and 

Kilipino stokers bounded freni the 
bold and started for the llffli.iats. 
Drives at Ptototo' Poini*. 
Officera, with drawn revolvers, or- 
:er d them back to tha fireroom. 
•viiich had become an inferno of 
-moke w ith flames billowing from an 
iuJoiuli:K I iimpari Mient, where mat- 
tresses, life pr.'-crvers anil ship's 
stores had mysteriously tak-n lire. 

The dread cry "t "fire" -pread 
aulrkly through the ship. The 104 
T>assenBer» broke from their state- 
rooms and made for the lifebosta. 
Captain Mel.e.i.l sent stewards to 
herd 111";! !• I ii iir.('. pr. v nl th^^ fr.in- 
il:C. ones iroin Ie;iping overboard. 

Chief Eii. i'i' f^r K Garland al- 
ready had placed guarda over the 
boiler-room crews, and with streams 
of hose were spouting tons of water 
on the blase. 

Power It<M)mj» KI<Mnii'd. 
The engine and fireroom^ were 
flooded with water, but IiuK' eloiult* 
of amoke pouring from the hatchway - 
and the almoat unbearable h at 
around the stokers, naat to the fire, 
gave evidence that It waa gaining 
h adway. 

At 1 a. m tlie fire had become ao 
f-i rce that Ihe liecks w- re hot.* At 
4 o'clock the Potomac slowed down 
to half speed. At 4:50 Captain Mc- 
Leod ordered the engines stopped, 
and the biasing craft roiled alugglsh- 
ly about while tha whole eraw turn- 
ed fire fighters. 

Seamen went over the sides in 
bas'n s chairs with sledge hammers, 
smashed in the cast iron port lids, 
and directed their hose* Into the 
heart of the flra. but without effect 
Even live ataam. turned Into the 
hatchways, failed to raUf« the 
flames. 

At 8:20 a. m. after the 8. O. 8. 
had been sent out and a rescue ^ 
was heaving to. to await the result 
of the battle. Captain McLeod decid- 
ed that, rather than beach his ship, 
he would try a stunt he learned dur- 
ing the war, whila dodgins aaemy 
ubmarines. 

HI«lf{<- Water Does Work. 
He steamed ahead nt top speed, 
until the whole ship throbbed wiih 
the vibration and her outline was al- 
moat. ahaeufad by the deBtf aasoke 
awaaping astern. 

Suddenly ka ordered tha rudder 
rdov r. As the vessel caraeaed ic 
Ihe "come about" her starbosrd side 
lilted :-o sharply as lo throw- the tons 
of water in her hold up along her 
sides and over the heart of the fire. 

Immediately the flames tal)?ided. 
and at 4 p. m. aUteen houra after the 
alarm was aouuded, the flra waa un- 
der control and the vessel raaunnad 
her voyage.
